Housekeeping is an art. There 
are easy ways to do your work, and 
there are hard ways. It may take a 
bit of studying to figure out the

This idea has been developed by 
the Heart Association, which spon- 
sors courses in Simplified House- 
keeping Methods. The courses are 
especially designed for heart pa- 
tients, but any homemaker will 
profit by following many of their 
suggestions, 

All of the easier housekeeping 
methods are based on good com- 
mon sense. For example, you know 
that certain activities are more tir- 
ing than others. Stooping, hfting, 
pushing and pulling, reaching and 
stretching “are all to be avoided as 
much as possible if you're trying to 
conserve energy. 

Tf you want to simplify your 
work, the first step is to study each 
job and find out just what it in- 
volves. The job of doing the dishes, 
for instance, includes clearing the 
table, scraping and stacking, wash- 
ing and putting away. 

Next, think what is the purpose 
of each job and how important or 
unimportant it is. Why should you 
waste time and energy ironing arti- 
cles which could be folded and used 
rough dry? Why not eliminate un- 
necessary details such as drying the 
dishes and peeling potatoes? 











There is a right time and place 
for every job to be done. For ex- 
ample, a mad rush can be avoided 
in the morning if you put up lunches 
the night before and store them in 
the refrigerator. It also helps to set 
the table and make other prepara- 
tions for breakfast. 

Extra motions can be avoided by 
combining details or doing them in 
a different order. Cooking and sery- 
ing food in the same dish saves 
time in sefving and dishwashing.

When mixing a cake, avoid dirtying 
extra utensils by measuring dry in- 
gredients first, then using the same 
measuring cup and spoons for wet 
ingredients. 


Decide who should do each job, 
how it should be done, and with 
what equipment. Other members of 
the family should have a share in 
keeping the home running smooth- 
ly—but be sure they know what is 
expected of them. And see that jobs 
are suited to the ability of the per- 


son. 


Simple, low-cost improvements 
often make a vast difference in your 
work. Here are 
a few ideas: (1) 
A Lazy Susan 
built into a cor- 
ner makes sup- 
plies and uten- 


sils easy to 
reach simply by 
giving the 


shelves a twirl 
(2) Working 
counters should 
be the right height for the particular 
person to work at comfortably. A 
work chair with back and foot rests 
enables the worker to do many jobs 
sitting down and avoid fatigue. (3) 
Various pieces of equipment can be 
put on rollers for moving around 
easily. For example — the ironing 
board, work chair, a small serving 
table which can be rolled under a 
counter when not in use. A rolling 
grocery cart does double duty as a 
laundry cart-(for this purpose it is 
lined with a piece of plastic ma- 
terial) and to carry cleaning sup- 
plies wherever they are needed 
(4) Often-used equipment can be 
placed within easy reach at the spot 
where it is used. Measuring cups 
and spoons, rolling pin, egg beater 
and such items can be hung on the 
wall at the mixing center. Sauce- 
pans for vegetable cookery are hung 
near the sink, serving dishes stored 
near the rarige.
